met with James Woolsey, General Counsel, Senate Armed Services Committee 
to review the Agency's proposed reports to the Committee on S. 1935 (Proxmir 
Bill), S. 1547 (Committee on National Security) , and S. Con. Res. 23 (Joint 
Committee on Information and Intelligence). Woolsey had no problem with 
the positions we had taken but, in connection with S. 1935, suggested that 
OMB assume the onus for noting the serious constitutional questions raised. 

We also reviewed generally the amendments to the CIA Retirement 
Act, which we plan to transmit to the Committee and the problem posed by 
pending amendments to the Civil Service Retirement Act providing a possible 
change in contribution rates. Woolsey suggested that we prepare a short 


paper on this subject for Ed Braswell, Chief Counsel.
